and the Particulars Re- 
gnvding'tlie Devastation.

To bear tho dreadful results of the 


most destructive tornado that ever visit- 
ed Rock county fell to the lot of Beloit 
last evening, • The wrath of the storm 
culminated- at six o'clock when' two 
clouds met, and the- destruction was al- 
most 
mstautaneoas - and 
complete. 


There were two clouds that lent .'their 
furry to the scene.

For the space oC two minutes, possibly 


not so long, the circular procession of 
these clouds was maintained at a hoighth 
seemingly not more than eighty or a hun- 
dred feet above tho ground, and the cen- 
tre ot which was apparently a little south 
of tho C. &. N. W. B. B. bridge, when 
from the southwest or south came a rush- 
ing, sweeping/all prevadiup, all-swallow- 
ing sound, growing fullf and mightier 
and more mysterious as it were with every 
instant of time.
